Avho wanted to speak. »She then spoke, 
and said that her father was dead and 
she was running the aaloon to support 
her stepmother and a crippled brother. 
Haskell interrupted her, and offered a 
prayer for her, after which she again 
got up to finish her remarks, and said 
that slie had papers to prove that he 
was a swindler and a fraud, and had 
been egged at Warsaw.

There 
is an-other 
.«mimal 
here, 
though unknow n to you, that deserves 
special notice oi i account of the im- 
portant part it p.lays in the carrying 
business of the ctwntry, known in the 
language of the olountry by the pret- 
ty name of "Bu.rros," 
though 
they 
differ very little i i any from the ai<s 
of the Scriptures, i There are no farm- 
er's teams coming in town from every 
direction as with >rou, bringing in the 
grain, wood, hay, lumber, butter, eggs, 
chickens, fruits, e tc., consequently all 
this is done on th p backs of donkeys. 
Given a pack-8ad<lle, no other equip- 
ment is required; sucJi things as hal- 
ters 
or bridles are unknown. 
The 
sacks in 
which 
grain is brought to 
market are made of dry hides and 
hold two and a half bushels each, this 
being a Mexican 
measure called a 
fenega. If 300 bushels of wheat are to 
come to market, sixty donkeys, pack- 
saddled, 
are brought out 
and 
two 
sacks, or five bushels, put on each, 
then driven, the same as you would 
drive a flock of geese or sheep. 
It 
the distance is toa great to make in a 
day, the donkeys are allowed to pick 
what they caa find at night, but are 
never fed a m o u t h f u l from one year's 
end to another. Wood a«d green com 
fodder fastened 
to the saddle with 
rawhide 
ropes,, 
grama 
grass 
and 
hay 
are 
p»ut 
into 
g"«-. 
ny' 
sacks, fruits, apricots, apples,, , 
pears, peaches, melons and grapes are 
brought in great abundance from the 
Rio Grande in lit1:le boxes made for 
thíí purpose with n>und sticks. 
Lum- 
ber, poles,etc., are cirried by fastening 
one end to the pack saddle on either 
side of the burros, tihe other drags on 
the grt>und. 
All 
these things 
and 
many more the faithful little donkey 
does^ and the natives could no more 
got along 
without 
them 
than 
you 
without thei horse.

was Nathaniel

If Mr. Hawthorne ¿vere here J 
his doubt would become certainty, for 
1 can prove an alibi for that old don- 
key. I saw him on the streets here last- 
week. H e still talks, though from his. 
great age I supj>ose, his voice is harsh,

It wius thought some time ago that 
the city bonds bearing five percent in- 
terest could probably be negotiated at 
I)ar. 
The city's credit is first-chias; 
the debt is not lar^o, comparatively, 
and her bonds ought to rank with the 
choicest of municipal securities. 


The finance committee, composed of 
C. F. Afnhlei* F, H, McCulloch and 
Mont. Hamilton—three of our leading 
business men—have made every at- 
tempt to negotiate live percent bonds 
at par, and find it to be impo-sible. 
They have had the assistance and co- 
operation of Mayor Zollinger,Chas. Mc- 
Ciilloeli, C'ouncilmen Cliittenden and 
Mohr 
and 
ofehers, 
and 
have 
about, 
come 
to 
the 
conclusion 
that the city cannot possibly de better 
than sell G percents at par. 


While 
in New York 
recently, 
C-nincilman 
Chittenden, 
at the 
request of Mr. ]Muhler, 
called on 
Perkins, Livingstone, Post Sc (/O., 
Fisk t^ Hatch aiul several other lead- 
injr Wall street firms, and from state- 
ments made by thetn, he concluded 
that our G perccnts would certainly 
bring jnir, ;ind would j>ossibly eoin- 
Anaral a jircniUiin. 
Six months ago 
(he stated to our reporter,) 5 perce'nt 
bonds might liav(i been negotiated at 
par; but since that time there has 
been a marked 
revival in 
business 
whi«h has pro:luced an increased de- 
mand for money iuul a considerable 
advance in current rates of 
interest, 
lie says Fort Wayne could not sell G 
per cents a t par, if hrr iinancial con- 
dition and credit were not exception- 
ally good. 


Happily our finance committee is 
composed of gentlemen in whom the 
entire comujunity has implicit C(infi- 
dexiee, and tliey will undoubtedly do 
everything possib'e to sidvanc*- the 
city's interests in the matter.

Olds for the sale of his .'proi»erty 
to the city lor reservoir pur])oses for 
$15,000; ihe pro])erly (iontaining 13', 
acres, hotween Tabor, I'ontiac, War- 
.saw and Lafayette streets. 
He fur- 
ther ollered in the proposition to take 
five percent city Inrnds at par, 
run- 
ning twenty years. 
The proposition 
was referred back to tlie water works 
committee to report. 


A petition from J. iJ. Thienie & 
Bro. was next read, being for the Hush- 
ing of the sewer on Clinton street, 
near their place of business. Referred 
to the committee on sewers. 


The street commissioner was in- 
structed 
to advertise for team.s to 
grade Broadway from Nirdlinger ave- 
nue to Taylor street. 


The ordinance for the issue of $85,- 
000 of city bonds was now discus.sed 
on its second reading, and finally an 
informal vote w:is had, by which it 
was decided to have the bonds printed 
and presented to the council at the 
next meeting. 


Proposals tor grading sidewalks on 
Walton avenue, from Wayne to Wash- 
ington streets; 
on North Calhoun, 
from Third to Fourth"; on Van Huren 
fctreet, on College street, on Bi?gue 
street, and on Erie street, were re- 
ceived from Christian Graflmiller, .1. 
M. Haiiseh, Anson Krock and .T. W. 
Langijhr. The proposals were referred 
to the street committee. 


Proposals were received from Wm. 
Walda and .J. .J. liecker for the con- 
struction of jetties in the St. Mary's 
Kivcr, at the f«ot of Mechanic street, 
which were referred to the city civil 
engineer.

A serious accident Wfcllrred at the

this morning, whereby Clinton Coth-

A large shaft, about three inches in 


diameter, and weighing about 700 
pounds, was broken there yesterday 
morning. It was taken to the shops 
for repairs, and should have been 
done at 9 o'clock last night, instead of 
which it was not finished until 2 
o'clock this morning. 


The shaft was being raised In posi-
